IT took 182 years to build and 
stood for 855 years. 

But it took a mere nine 
hours for fire to cause 
catastrophic damage to 
Notre Dame Cathedral. 

Some of the world’s most 
priceless relics were saved by 
the heroic efforts of Parisian 
firefighters. 

The Crown of Thorns, 
believed to have been used in 
the crucifixion of Christ, was 
among treasures saved from 
the devastating blaze at the 
Notre Dame Cathedral. 

There were fears the 
religious relic, which has 
been housed at the cathedral 
for centuries, would be lost. 

But the city’s mayor 
revealed that firefighters put 
their lives on the line, 
forming a human chain 
inside the burning Notre 
Dame to salvage the Crown 
of Thorns. 

Mayor Anne Hidalgo 
thanked the city’s first 
responders in a tweet, 
revealing they had formed a 
“formidable human chain to 
save the works” of Notre 
Dame. 

“The Crown of Thorns, the 
tunic of Saint Louis and 
several other major works 
are now in a Safe place,” Ms 
Hidalgo wrote in a translated 
tweet. 

Father Fournier, chaplain 
of the Paris Firefighters, told 
reporters he went into the 
burning cathedral to save the 
Blessed Sacrament and 
Crown of Thorns. 

The church’s beautiful 
stained glass rose windows, 
the Great Organ with nearly 
8000 pipes and the bell made 
famous by bell ringer

Quasimodo in Victor Hugo’s 
The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame were also saved. 

General Jean-Claude 
Gallet, commander of the 
Paris Fire Brigade told Le 
Parisien newspaper: “The 
most valuable works have 
been sheltered.” 

The Notre Dame 
Cathedral was a place of 
worship but home to an 
extensive range of artworks 
and religious relics. 

The church housed what 
was believed to be a piece of 
the True Cross and one of the 
Holy Nails, believed to have 
been used in the crucifixion. 

But dozens of priceless 
paintings, including a 76- 
piece series based on scenes 
in the New Testament, were 
feared to be destroyed as 
firefighters struggled to 
removed them from walls. 

Notre Dame is nicknamed 
“The Forest” because of the 
amount of timber beams used 
to build the structure. Some 
of those beams are originals 
from when it was first built. 

The Crown of Thorns has 
long been considered Paris’ 
equivalent of the Crown 
Jewels and is stored at the 
end of a nave in the 
cathedral. 

While the exact age of the 
relic is unknown, historians 
have dated it back to Jesus’ 
crucifixion. 

The relic originally came 
from Jerusalem and was 
carefully placed in the nearby 
Sainte-Chapelle, a chapel 
built in the 13th century 
specifically for the crown. 


A WORLDWIDE fundraising 
campaign has been launched to 


rebuild the Notre Dame 
Cathedral in Paris, which 
firefighters saved from total 
destruction yesterday. 


The fire tore through the roof 
of the 855-year-old cathedral, 
damaging almost two thirds of 
the building and sparking the 


collapse of a 96m spire. 
But firefighters saved the 
front towers and most of the 


structure, bringing the inferno 
under control about llam AEST.

I say to you very 
solemnly this evening, this 
cathedral will be rebuilt by us all 
together ... itis part of our 
destiny in France and our 
project for years to come.”

He said the fire would burn 
for several days, but praised 
firefighters, including one who 
was Seriously injured, for their 
efforts. 

“Tomorrow a national 
subscription will be launched for 
people around the country to 
help rebuild this great Notre 
Dame,” Mr Macron said. 

Many of the cathedral’s most 
famous artworks and relics were 
saved, including a crown of 
thorns claimed to have been 
worn by Christ at his crucifixion.

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the burning building and 
handed out treasures to a daring 
human chain. 

The Pinault family — French 
billionaires who own luxury 
brands Gucci, Yves Saint 
Laurent and part of the 
Christie’s Auction House — 
pledged $157 million to the 
rebuild. French oil giant Total 
also pledged $158 million, 
bringing the amounts promised 
to nearly half a billion dollars. 

The French Heritage Society, 
based in the United States, 
organised a fundraiser as the

cathedral was burning. And a 
series of GoFundMe pages had 
been set up yesterday. The 
company was working on how 
to co-ordinate the donations to 
make sure they went towards 
the rebuild. 

Any rebuild would likely take 
decades to replicate the ornate 
architecture of the cathedral, 
which was started in 1163. 

Authorities worked swiftly to 
evacuate people from the 
building when the fire broke out 
about 2am AEST yesterday. 
There were no reported injuries 
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among worshippers or tourists. 

In an impromptu act of 
togetherness and hope, 
Parisians and visitors to France’s 
capital came together to pray for 
Notre Dame as the fire quickly 
advanced through the building. 

Some were in tears, Some 
knelt, some folded their hands 
to make silent entreaties. 

Others sang with their eyes 


focused on the sky that had 
turned yellow and orange, and 
filled with acrid smoke. 
Sydneysiders Lee Holmes, 51, 
and Georgie Bridge, 52, were 
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taking photographs near the 
famous cathedral moments 
before it caught fire. 

“I’m surprised no one got 
hurt; there would have been 
easily 1000 people in there or 
more,” Ms Bridge said. 

The pair said there were 
people holding their hands over 
their mouths in disbelief at the 
sight. 

And then groups of people 
began singing hymns in French. 

“There was a lady singing a 
hymn, I’m not sure of the name 
but they were singing ‘holy

Mary Mother of God, pray for us 
sinners’ over and over again,” 
Ms Holmes said. 

Quentin Salardaine, 25, a 
Paris doctor, said: “This building 
just symbolises Paris, no matter 
if you're Catholic or not. I’m not. 

“T’m just here because I 
couldn’t stay at my place just 
knowing that this thing is 
happening and there are people 
gathering, singing this religious 
anthem.”

JETSETTING Nationals MP 
George Christensen spent 
more than $3000 of 
taxpayers’ money to subsidise 
his own frequent private trips 
to the Philippines. 

The outspoken 
government backbencher 
charged the public purse for 
five separate domestic flights 
between Canberra and other 
Australian cities, which 
linked up with his overseas 
jaunts, over a four-year 
period. 

The Queensland marginal- 
seat MP has been under fire 
since the Herald Sun revealed 
he spent 294 days in the 
Philippines between 2014 
and 2018. 

His constant travel has 
earned him the nickname 
“The Member for Manila” 
among colleagues and 
sparked concern at the 
highest levels of government. 

It can now be revealed 
taxpayers were charged a 
total of $3069.45 for three 
flights between Canberra and 
Brisbane, and one flight 
between Canberra and 
Sydney. 

The flights took off after 
parliament had been sitting 
in the nation’s capital. 

Instead of returning to his 
home base in Mackay, 

Mr Christensen booked 
flights to Sydney or Brisbane 
to connect with his trips to 
Manila, saving himself time 
and money.

Mitchell, who has survived two 
shooting attempts on his life, has been 
among the most infamous crime fig- 
ures in Melbourne in the past decade.

THE amplified digital world 
had created major challenges 
in assessing information qual- 
ity and was testing our ca- 
pacity for empathy, News Corp 
chief executive Robert Thom- 
son said in his Keith Murdoch 
Oration last night. 

“That we live in times in 
which everything from change 
to reputation to controversy is 
digitally amplified, with the 
volume often turned up to ten, 
has been obvious for years, or 
at least should have been obvi- 
ous,’ Mr Thomson said in his 
speech, Truth, Trust and Tech- 
nology, at the State Library of 
Victoria. 

“As aresult, we have institu- 
tionally ingrained some seri- 
ously bad behaviour and have 
dominant digital companies 
culturally ill equipped to cope 
with the contemporary chal- 
lenges,” he said. 

Mr Thomson said “Big 
Digital” had adopted a “line of 
least compliance” as the capa- 
bility for information and 
image distribution expanded. 

“Had fewer politicians, and 
not just in Australia, not been 
seduced by net narcissism, we 
may have cognisant communi- 
ties better able to cope with the 
existential challenges. 

“That includes, sometimes 
tragically, the teenagers whose 
insecurities and vulnerabilities 
are magnified cruelly in so- 
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Truth, trust, 
and technology

called social media — or the 
seemingly powerful global 
companies that panic and pre- 
varicate at the first mutterings 
of the anti-social media mob.” 

The Australian-born, New 
York-based CEO, who began 
his career as a copyboy at The 
Herald, said “a mob mentality” 
had taken hold and “illiberal 
liberals” roamed the net with 
an “insatiable quest for indig- 
nation and umbrage”. 

While access to information 
had grown exponentially, “we 
are challenging our capacity 
for empathy,” seeing “a strange 
phase in seeking affirmation 
through alienation” while 
some elements of the digital 
experience “clearly have the 
ability to radicalise, whether 
the neo-fascist or the jihadist”. 

One example of the mob 
trend was “the seething secu- 
larism that portrays any per- 
son of faith, whether an 


evanescent evangelical or 
occasional attendee at mass or 
synagogue or mosque or tem- 
ple as a nutter, a fruitcake, a 
devotee of the deviant”. 

Mr Thomson also spoke of 
historic challenges faced in the 
evolving relationship between 
Beying and Washington, now 
“in the midst of a crucial shift”. 

While lauding China’s 
transformation from socialist- 
central planning to a market- 
driven economy, benefiting so 
far 700-800 million people, Mr 
Thomson said China retained 
a “binary approach to trade” 
and has “obviously had the 
better of the bilateral deal”. 

“It always seemed naive to 
presume that the Chinese 
Communist Party would 
match economic with political 
reform, and so it has proven.” 

More than 280 of Mel- 
bourne’s biggest names in 
business, politics and_ phil- 


anthropy attended the oration. 

AFL chief Gillon McLach- 
lan said it was important to get 
behind the oration, which rais- 
es funds for the library. 

“There are so many good 
causes around Melbourne, and 
Robert is one of the most 
engaging and interesting peo- 
ple I have run into,” he said. 

Herald & Weekly Times 
chairman Penny Fowler said 
the event was important for 
Victoria. 

“As a family and a company 
we ve been long-term support- 
ers of the library,” Ms Fowler 
said.

Alcohol 
Issues on 
the rise

THOUSANDS of Victorians 
received treatment for alcohol 
and drug troubles in 2017-18, a 
study has revealed. 

An Australian Institute of 
Health and Welfare report 
revealed more than 130,000 
Australians sought alcohol and 
other drug treatments, with 
alcohol the most common 
drug of concern. 

Alcohol was the _ biggest 
issue for Victorians seeking 
professional help, with canna- 
bis topping the list for Queens- 
land, and amphetamines for 
South and Western Australia. 

AIHW spokesman Mat- 
thew James said alcohol re- 
mained the most common 
drug clients sought help for, 
despite a 6 per cent decrease 
since 2013-14. “Over the last 
five years, alcohol has consist- 
ently been the most common 
drug clients received treat- 
ment for,” he said. 

“Amphetamines now ac- 
count for a quarter of all treat- 
ment episodes, up from I7 per 
cent in 2013-14. One in five 
treatment episodes were for 
cannabis, and treatment for 
heroin continues to decline.” 

More than half of all clients 
were aged between 20 and 39, 
and one third were male. 

Nearly 96 per cent of clients 
received treatment for their 
own habits, with the remainder 
requesting support for some- 
one else’s drug use.

Crime ring 
nets baby 
formula

TWO men have admitted 
stealing more than half a mil- 
lion dollars of baby formula as 
part of a crime syndicate auth- 
orities believe could still be 
operating. 

Gurwinder Gill, 37, and 
Herdeep Singh, 21, yesterday 
admitted to a string of charges 
over their roles in the gang. 

Gill admitted stealing 
$541,000 of goods while Singh 
said he was responsible for tak- 
ing just over $175,000 worth. 

A third accused has 
remained on the run since the 
trio was arrested in August. 

Police say other unidenti- 
fied men were involved in the 
syndicate and yesterday op- 
posed a bail application by Gill. 

Gill admitted to 20 charges 
over the commercial burglaries 
in a deal with prosecutors that 
saw 14 charges withdrawn. 

Singh admitted to eight 
charges after another 15 were 
dropped. 

They pair robbed a series of 
sites across Melbourne from 
June to August last year, steal- 
ing up to $90,000 of goods at a 
time. What they did with the 
goods remains unclear. 

Gill failed in his bail bid 
yesterday. 

Both men will return to 
court in August for a pre-sen- 
tence hearing.

THE nation’s largest bank, the 
Commonwealth, has been 
forced to repay 8000 staff who 
were short-changed by a total 
of up to $15 million. 

A series of embarrassing 
blunders over the past decade 
saw workers at CBA and its 
subsidiary lender Bankwest se- 
verely underpaid their salary, 
Superannuation, interest and 
leave entitlements. Both have 
now begun the huge task of 
reimbursing thousands of cur- 
rent and former staff. 

The Finance Sector Union’s 
national secretary, Julia Angri- 
sano, blamed the “major stuff- 
up” on the’ bank’s’ poor 


accounting and information 
technology processes. 
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SUBMISSIONS to improve 
Victoria’s mental health sys-

As a former Bandidos boss 
with known underworld asso- 
ciates, Mitchell has remained 
of interest to the Australian 
Federal Police’s anti-gangs 
squad and Victoria Police’s 
anti-bikie Echo Taskforce. 

Mitchell has also had to 
deal with tensions within the 
underworld over the past two 
years, but appears unfazed by 
any potential threat. 

The Mongols established a 
chapter in Melbourne in con- 
junction with a national 
“patch-over” of Australian- 
based club the Finks. The ma- 
jority of the latter’s members 
crossed over to the interna- 
tional club in 2013. 

That same year, Mitchell 
quit the Bandidos. 

Mitchell was shot outside 
Doherty’s Gym in Brunswick 
in November 20I1. He was hit 
five times and nearly died. 

Police investigated two 
underworld heavies over the 
shooting, which occurred in 
broad daylight, but no charges 
were laid.

Ballarat fire alarm 


Pine plantation on outskirts burns

AT least one property has been 
lost in a bushfire that burned 19 
hectares of land on the out- 
skirts of Ballarat yesterday. 

The fire was brought under 
control about 3.20pm, after 
blazing through a pine plan- 
tation in Mount Clear, 10km 
south of Ballarat. 

There were unconfirmed 
reports last night that a camp- 
fire was the cause of the blaze. 

The Country Fire Authority 
was investigating. 

A CFA spokesman con- 
firmed that the spread of the 
fire had been halted, but that 
the fire was still burning within 
the control lines.

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The bushfire broke out on 
Tinworth Avenue — about 
11.30am. 

Crews from more than 30 
fire trucks battled the blaze 
over several hours, aided by a 
firebomber that attacked the 
flames from above. 

More than 90 firefighters 
worked to prevent the fire 
from reaching properties in the 
neighbouring residential area. 

A CFA spokesman con- 
firmed that a shed containing 
gas cylinders was “completely 
engulfed” in the blaze. 

“The gas cylinders were 
venting off,” he said. 


The CFA said it was unable 
to confirm whether more 
properties had been damaged 
until the fire was out. 

Fire crews remained at the 
site overnight and were ex- 
pected to continue their efforts 
into today. 

An emergency warning is- 
sued for the Mount Clear area 
shortly after noon was down- 
graded to a “watch and act” 
alert at 3.21pm and then to an 
advice message by about 
7.30pm. 

The message said there was 
currently no threat, but people 
affected should stay informed. 


Residents in Mount Clear 
and surrounding Sebastopol 
evacuated. 

Residents gathered at a 
community meeting at the 
Buninyong Community 
Centre late yesterday to hear 
from emergency _ services 
representatives. 

The fire had quickly burned 
through the pine plantation, 
sending plumes of black smoke 
into the air. 

Aerial footage showed 
emergency services vehicles 
driving near the fire as crews 
worked to extinguish the 
flames. And pictures posted to 
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Twitter showed water-bomb- 
ing aircraft helping firefighters 
tackle the blaze. 

The Vic Emergency map 
showed that the fire crossed 
Whitehorse Rd, which was last 
night closed to traffic. 

Several streets surrounding 
the fire were also closed. 

The blaze is the second fire 
to hit the Ballarat region in the 
past month. 

In March, a large grassfire 
burned through nearby Bunk- 
ers Hill. 

The CFA is urging campers 
to be extra vigilant when light- 
ing campfires over the Easter 
long weekend, as April’s run of 
hot and dry weather continues.

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Tariffs to 
hit paper 
imports

THE Latrobe Valley’s biggest 
employer will be shielded from 
cheap foreign imports after the 
federal government said _ it 
would apply tariffs on A4 copy 
paper from four nations. 

The anti-dumping duties to 
apply on paper from Finland, 
Korea, Russia and Slovakia 
range from 3.8 to 16.4 per cent. 

The move is a bid to shore 
up Australian Paper’s Mary- 
vale mill, which has been 
under siege from below cost- 
price paper flooding the local 
market. 

Dumping occurs when the 
export price to Australia is 
below the selling price, or 
below the full cost of the prod- 
uct, in the country of export. 

Australian Paper chief op- 
erating officer Peter Williams 
said the decision had con- 
firmed the ongoing threat of 
damage to local manufactur- 
ing from dumped copy paper. 

“The Australian copy paper 
market has been impacted for 
a number of years by the im- 
portation of dumped product 
that not only puts Australian 
jobs at risk but brings into 
question the social responsibil- 
ity of parties engaged in this 
activity,” he said. 

He said the commission 
“must continue to keep a close 
eye” on imports to ensure 
dumping measures were not 
circumvented, allowing copy 
paper to enter the market 
below a fair pricing level. 

“Importers should also be 
discouraged from _ sourcing 
copy paper from new countries 
willing to sell into our market 
at dumped prices.”

ALMOST $30 billion has been 
ploughed into clean energy in 
the past two years as renewa- 
bles now comprise almost one- 
fifth of Australia’s electricity 
generation, a Herald Sun inves- 
tigation has found. 

The surging levels of invest- 
ment mean more than half of 
South Australia’s electricity is 
now generated by renewable 
energy, along with I7 per cent 
in NSW and Victoria. 

Queensland and Western 
Australia, which have the low- 
est proportion of renewable 
electricity generation, have 18 
of the nation’s top 20 postcodes 
with the highest rate of rooftop 
solar panel installation. 

Labor is vowing to make 
Australia “a renewable energy 
superpower” by ensuring that 
50 per cent of the nation’s elec- 
tricity is sourced from renew- 
able energy by 2030, with 
measures including providing 
a $2000 rebate to buy and 
install battery systems for 
100,000 households on annual 
incomes of less than $180,000.

But Energy Minister Angus 
Taylor said intermittent wind 
and solar generation needed to 
be backed up by dispatchable 
generation and storage to keep 
prices down. 

Queensland and Western 
Australia have 9 and 8 per cent 
respectively of their electricity 
generated by renewables. Yet 
13 of the top 20 postcodes for 
rooftop solar panels are in 
Queensland, five in WA and 
two in Victoria. 

Ten of these top 20 areas 
are below the national median 
weekly household income of 
$1438 — nine are in Queens- 
land. Three of these, in Bunda- 
berg, Beenleigh and 
Caboolture, take in the critical 
marginal seats of Flynn (11 per 
cent, Nat), Forde (0.7 per cent, 
Lib) and Longman (0.8 per 
cent, ALP). 

Small-scale renewable en- 
ergy systems, such as rooftop 
solar panels and solar water 
heaters, now have a generation 


capacity of 13.4 million mega- 
watt hours of electricity. 

Subsidies for renewables 
since 2001 have included the 
Renewable Energy Target and 
state feed-in tariffs, under 
which householders get paid 
for selling energy back into the 
electricity grid. The total figure 
for state and federal govern- 
ment subsidies during this time 
has not been estimated. 

However, the RET is esti- 
mated to add $73 to an annual 
electricity bill in 2018-19, 
according to the Australian 
Energy Market Commission. 

Mr Taylor said Labor had 
failed to learn from the mis- 
takes of state and territory 
governments that had adopted 
“reckless targets for intermit- 
tent, unreliable generation, 
without back-up”. 

Labor climate change and 
energy spokesman Mark But- 
ler said: “Australians love 
renewable energy because it 
brings down power prices and 
cuts pollution.”

Rules around parliamen- 
tary expenses entitle MPs to a 
publicly funded flight from 
Canberra to their home base 
before and after parliamentary 
sitting weeks. 

There are no direct flights 
between Mackay and Canber- 
ra, so Mr Christensen has to 
connect through other cities. 

A spokeswoman for Mr 
Christensen said yesterday:

‘Animal lover’ pleads guilty to cruelty charges 


A SELF-PROFESSED animal 
lover illegally exported exotic 
Australian lizards stuffed in- 
side cooking appliances for 
$600 per package in what has 
been described as an “atro- 
cious” case of animal cruelty. 

Jeng Chiang, 28, from Tai- 
wan, pleaded guilty in Mel- 
bourne Magistrates’ Court to 
6/7 charges including aggra- 
vated cruelty to an animal, 
possessing wildlife unlawfully, 
and packing an animal in a 
way that causes unnecessary 
pain. 

The tourist admitted send- 
ing a total of 40 eastern water 
dragons, 19 eastern blue- 
tongue lizards, and one black- 
headed monitor in six separate 
consignments bound for Hong 
Kong through Australia Post. 

Chiang wiped away tears as 
Magistrate Alan Spillane yes-

terday jailed him for six 
months, saying his “despicable 
conduct” was “extreme cruelty 
to defenceless animals”. 

“You have shown a com- 
plete callous disregard for the 
welfare of these animals,” Mr 
Spillane said. “It was done 
purely for profit.” 

Surveillance images showed 
Chiang walking to a Mel- 
bourne CBD post office with 
shopping bags containing the 
live lizards after picking them 
up out of boxes left in a public 
toilet on January 21 this year. 
He had organised the pick-up 
through phone app WeChat. 

His arrest two days later 
ended a 10-month joint inves- 
tigation by the Department of 
Environment Land, Water and 
Planning, Australian Border 


Force, Department of Envi- 
ronment and Energy, Australia 
Post and RSPCA Victoria. 

The court heard he came to 
Australia in September to 
work on a farm in Bundaberg, 
Queensland, for a month to 
make money to help his sick 
mother. 

But while there he met a 
Chinese man who offered him 
a chance to make more money. 

He returned in December 
on a three-month tourist visa 
to take up the man’s offer. 

When his lawyer told the 
court he was “someone who 
loves animals”, Mr Spillane 
quipped: “Really?” 

Prosecutor Ty McLeod had 
earlier detailed how the ani- 
mals had their legs taped to 
restrict their movements and 
were stuffed in socks before 
being concealed in the bottom 


of rice cookers and steamers. 

One blue-tongue lizard was 
so badly injured that it had to 
be euthanased, Mr McLeod 
said. 

“The veterinary reports on 
this matter show these animals 
suffered a lot of stress,” he said. 

“Cruelty here is a big aspect. 
They were put on a long-haul 
flight with no food, no water 
and no thermal control.” 

Mr Spillane took into con- 
sideration Chiang’s guilty plea, 
the fact he had no priors and 
had been co-operative with 
authorities, but said “they 
hardly detract from the atro- 
cious conduct”.

Tradies, farmers drinking more 


THE building boom could 
prove a bust for the livers of 
construction workers. 

Healthy pay and regular 
work have given tradies high 
rates of disposable income, 
which experts say has contrib- 
uted to a rise in their alcohol 
use over the past three years. 

Tradies, who earn an aver- 
age of $81,636 a year, were one 
of just three categories of 
workers to buck a national 
trend of falling drinking rates 
since 2015, according to the 
Australian Bureau of Statistics. 

The other occupations in 
which alcohol consumption 
rates rose were farmers and 
arts and media professionals. 

Experts say the reason trad- 
ies are drinking more is be- 
cause they’re relatively well 
paid and the industry has a bet- 
ter employment outlook than 
other labour-intensive indus- 
tries, such as manufacturing. 

The percentage of construc- 
tion and trades workers who 
consumed alcohol in the past 
week rose from 72.5 per cent in 
2015 to 77.5 per cent last year. 

Demographer Simon Kues- 
tenmacher said tradies might

drink more because they had a 
relatively high disposable in- 
come, and would feel comfort- 
able splashing cash at the pub 
because there was plenty of 


work in the pipeline. 
“We're still building and 
construction is up — tradie 


jobs are not in danger. If I were 
a tradie, I would feel reason- 
ably safe in my job,” he said. 

“But if I were to work in 
manufacturing, I hear all those 
stories of jobs going overseas. 

“As a tradie you work physi- 
cally hard. You head to the pub 
with your fellow tradesmen at 
the end of the day,” he said. 

Flinders University Associ- 
ate Professor Ken Pidd said 
having drinks after work was a 
cultural phenomenon for 
building workers, though their 
alcohol consumption had de- 
creased from the level of the 
1980s, when it was common for 
them to knock back a few beers 
at lunchtime. 

The number of farmers who 
reported drinking in the past 
week rose from 68.6 per cent in 
2015 to 76.6 per cent last year. 


But the reason for this was 
more to relieve stress. Prof 
Pidd said that considering the 
drought, this was unsurprising. 

“They're under high levels 
of personal and financial stress 
— that can play into consump- 
tion rates, against the national 
trend,” Prof Pidd said. 

“Whenever a job is stressful, 
physically or emotionally or 
psychologically, that increases 
patterns of risky drinking. 

“That could be why there 
has been an increase in con- 
sumption,” he said. 

Drinking rates among arts 
and media professionals also 
increased, from 66.4 per cent 
of the workforce in 2015 to 
74.8 per cent last year. 

The figures show chief 
executive officers and manag- 
ers are still the biggest drink- 
ers, though their consumption 
rate fell slightly from 80.8 per 
cent in 2015 to 77.9 per cent. 

Rates for carers and aides 
dropped from 48.4 per cent 
having consumed a drink in 
the past week in 2015 to 
41.7 per cent last financial year.

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David Brion Davis 
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DAVID Brion Davis, a 
Pulitzer Prize-winning 
historian whose landmark 
trilogy about slavery made 
him among the world’s most 
respected and influential 
scholars, has died.

He drew on the Bible, 
Greek philosophy and 
political and economic 
debates to show how the 
West justified slavery before 
beginning to turn against it in 
the 18th and 19th centuries. 

He explored debates over 
whether the Bible supported 
or condemned slavery, and 
how revolutionary leaders in 
the US and France supported 
slavery while fighting for 
their own freedom.

A NASAL spray could bea 
new way to tackle depression. 

Based on a horse 
tranquilliser, the spray gets to 
work in as little as two hours, 
far quicker than widely used 
medications that can take 
weeks to kick in. 

The liquid contains a 
compound called 
esketamine, which is thought 
to act on the brain chemical 
glutamate to restore 
connections between brain 
cells. 

The US Food and Drug 
Administration last week 
approved the use of the spray 
for patients with depression 
who do not respond to other 
treatments. 


Heritage 
listing 
for stand 
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THE grandstand at Sandown 
Racecourse has been given 
heritage listing as a place of 
“architectural and aesthetic 
significance” to the state. 

The concrete and_ brick 
structure was built in the early 
1960s with extra bays added in 
1976. 

The building, — originally 
named the Thomas S$ Carlyon 
Stand, has been recognised for 
its “sophisticated and elegant 
form” as an example of post- 
war grandstand construction. 

Construction of the grand- 
stand was progressively com- 
pleted between 1963 and 1965. 
More than 50,000 people at- 
tended the official opening on 
June 19, 1965. 

Fire in a restaurant and bar 
damaged part of the grand- 
stand in November 2014. 

Melbourne Racing Club 
chief executive Josh Blanksby 
said the club had identified the 
significance of the structure as 
part of a broader review into 
the heritage of the course, now 
known as Ladbrokes Park. 

“The state listing was 
sought in order to protect an 
important landmark for the 
local area and ensure the 
building can be appropriately 
managed and used into the 
future,” Mr Blanksby said. 

Modernist architects Alan 
Bogle and Gordon Douglas 
Banfield designed the grand- 
stand. 

Heritage Victoria acting 
executive director Erin Willi- 
ams said the cantilevered roof 
and bold single tier produced a 
structure of “dynamism and 
daring visual impact”.

BRAIN BUG BAFFLING THE EXPERTS 


KIANA Ishak’s brain is 
harbouring a baffling medical 
mystery, a puzzle never seen 
anywhere in the world. 

For the past year, the 18- 
month-old has lived at the 
Royal Children’s Hospital, 
hooked up to a rotating 
combination of medications 
aiming to rid her of a rare and 
puzzling infection. It has 
made her one of the RCH’s 
longest stay patients. 

All the key infectious 
disease institutes in Australia 
and across the world — 
including animal laboratories 
— have been combed for 
answers. But her specific bug, 
a protozoa parasite, has not 
been documented before. 

And yet, while the 
infection has inflamed the 
surface of her brain, the

Craigieburn toddler is known 
on her hospital ward for 
being an engaging and happy 
girl, who is generally meeting 
her developmental milestone. 

“It hasn’t affected her in 
any way which is really good. 
That is the only thing that has 
kept me strong,” mum 
Rozelin Mikhael said. 

“T always say I’m waiting 
for a miracle, but the miracle 
is already done because 
Kiana is still here.” 

At seven months, Kiana 
had a fever that wouldn’t 
budge with multiple doses of 
antibiotics. One day at home, 
she had a seizure. An 
ambulance was called and 
Kiana has not been home 
since. She has doctors from 


general medicine, 
neurosurgery, nephrologists 
and urologists all on her case. 
They meet each Friday 
afternoon just to discuss 
Kiana. 

Her lead clinician, 
paediatrician Daryl Efron, 
said it had been one of the 
most challenging cases he 
had worked on, and they had 
gone to “enormous lengths” 
to try to kill the bug while 
also minimising side effects. 

“Our goal has been if not 
to eliminate the organism, 
which we haven’t yet, then at 
least suppress it so it’s not 
affecting her brain and she 
can function well,” Dr Efron 
said. 

“We think she’s going to 
need long term treatment, 
possibly for years.” 
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Apology for rail chaos 


PUBLIC transport authorities 
have apologised for the train 
chaos that hit the Melbourne’s 
network on Monday but com- 
muters will have to wait a 
month to learn if any compen- 
sation is available. 

Thousands of passengers 
were left stranded, with huge 
lines stretching across Princes 
Bridge, as a fatal accident com- 
bined with scheduled train 
shutdowns to cause lengthy 
delays. 

Incidents reports filed by 
police and safety authorities 
indicate an 83-year-old Hamp- 
ton woman was hit and killed 
at the pedestrian-only crossing 
at Holyrood St about 4pm on 
Monday. 

The tragedy, now being 
probed by the Coroner, closed 
the entire Sandringham line as 
police, emergency services and 
Metro staff worked to clear the 
scene. 

But under revamped trans- 
port contracts, passengers will 
not be compensated specifi- 
cally for the incident. 

They may only be compen- 
sated if Metro Trains fails to 
meet monthly performance 
targets. 

It was announced last week 
that commuters with a myki 
could apply for compensation 
after just 88.4 per cent of metro 
services were on time in March 
— well short of the 92 per cent 
target. 

“What we will do is get the 
April performance data and, if 
those same thresholds are not 
met, a similar payment regime 
will be applied,” Transport In- 
frastructure Minister Jacinta 
Allan said today. 

Ms Allan also said it was not

possible to run trains on some 
sections of line because it was 
an “older” line and required 
some manual operation. 

“Any accident and incident 
on the network is a difficult 
one,” she said. 

“It is a difficult one, ob- 
viously, for the family and it’s a 
difficult one for the staff who 
respond to these incidents.” 

Public Transport Victoria 
chief executive Jeroen Weimar 
apologised for the disruptions 
and said safety at level cross- 
ings was always a concern for 
the statutory body. 

“We have had a longstand- 
ing position around concern 
for a number of level crossings 
on our network,” he said. 

“They are incompatible 
with a high functioning, high 
performance and high fre- 
quency railway service. 

“They are very contentious 
issues to take out at the local 
level and clearly people rely on 
convenient points of access. 

“We'll continue to review 
the evidence at this location 
and any other location to make 
the best decision in the interest 
of safety and wider community 
convenience.”

‘Cavalier’ Gibson faces court date 


CANCER conwoman Belle 
Gibson has been ordered to 
face court to explain why she 
has not paid a cent of a 
$410,000 fine imposed on her 
for her deception. 

The Melbourne mother has 
been summoned to appear at 
the Federal Court next month 
to be grilled at a hearing exam- 
ining her financial status. 

If she fails to attend, an ar- 
rest warrant might be issued to 
bring her before the court. 

The summons has been is- 
sued just weeks after Gibson 
reportedly returned from a 
luxury African holiday. 

Gibson, 27, has thumbed 
her nose at the courts since she 
was fined following a Septem- 
ber 2017 finding that she was 
guilty of misleading and decep- 
tive conduct. 

Consumer Affairs pursued 
civil action against The Whole 
Pantry founder, who duped 
consumers into buying her 
wellness app and cookbook on 
the basis of her false claims 
that she had miraculously

cured her brain cancer using 
natural remedies. 

The blogger also failed to 
pass on promised donations to 
charities, including to a family 
whose young boy had an inop- 
erable brain tumour and has 
since died. 

The consumer watchdog 
has repeatedly asked the court 
to order Gibson to pay what 
she owes or face charges of 
contempt of court. 

But the disgraced wellness 
guru has not even agreed to go 
on a payment plan. 

Gibson has tried to keep a 
low profile since her cancer lies 
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were exposed, failing to appear 
for any of her scheduled court 
hearings. 

But last month, A Current 
Affair pounced on her at Mel- 
bourne Airport, as she re- 
turned from a lavish five-week 
holiday in East Africa with her 
son and partner. 

She would not comment 
about her trip, estimated to 
have cost at least $15,000, or 
say why she had ignored the 
orders to pay a fine. 

In November, Federal 
Court judge Justice Debbie 
Mortimer issued Gibson with a 
penal notice, which stated that 
if she refused to pay or ignored 
the order she would be “liable 
to imprisonment,  seques- 
tration of property or other 
punishment”. 

Justice Mortimer described 
Gibson as having a “cavalier 
attitude” and “little respect for 
any official processes”. 

Ms Gibson must face the 
court on May 14.

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Cholesterol drugs 
only cut it for some 


MILLIONS of patients around 
the world taking statins to 
lower the risk of heart disease 
fail to achieve the recommend- 
ed levels of cholesterol re- 
duction after two years of 
treatment, new research has 
found. 

Statins — a class of medici- 
nes designed to reduce choles- 
terol linked to heart disease 
and strokes — are among the 
most commonly prescribed 
drugs in the US and Britain. 

The  cholesterol-lowering 
industry is worth billions of 
dollars, but guidelines over 
who should take statins are 
often unclear. 

A team of researchers in 
Britain reviewed the public 
health records of 165,000 
patients taking the medicine 
and found that fewer than one 
in two reached the recom- 
mended “healthy” 40 per cent 
cholesterol reduction within 
two years. 

“Statins do work and are 
effective, but some trials have 








highlighted there have been 
variations in responses among 
some patients,” said Ralph 
Kwame  Akyea, _ research 
associate at the University of 
Nottingham’s Faculty of Medi- 
cine and Health Sciences. 

“But we've shown there are 
some people not reaching this 
(safe cholesterol level) and the 
reducing of their risk is lower,” 
he said. 

Mr Akyea’s study, pub- 
lished in the journal Heart, 
found that people on average 
started taking statins at the age 
of 62. The research found 
nearly 23,000 cases of cardio- 
vascular disease within six 
years of statin treatment 
among patients. 

In total, 51 per cent of 
patients had an_ insufficient 
drop in cholesterol even while 
taking the drugs. 

Mr Akyea stressed that the 
study — the largest of its kind 
— could not establish why 
some patients responded posi- 
tively while others did not.

THESE joeys are milking the 
funds of those looking after 
them. 

Melbourne’s Joey and Bat 
Sanctuary feeds its joeys 100 
bottles of milk a day and is 
asking for donations to help 
cover its supply costs. 

Julie Malherbe, who runs 
the sanctuary in Heidelberg, 
which gives shelter to 
vulnerable native animals, 
gets up at 2am every 
morning to tend to the tiny 
creatures. 

But she said it is well 
worth it.

Mexico opens up 





LEE Harvey Oswald was there 
just before he shot former US 
president John F. Kennedy, 
and Fidel Castro and Che Gue- 
vara were, too, not long before 
the Cuban Revolution. 

Mexico’s intelligence servi- 
ces gathered material on all of 
them, and millions more. 

Now, President Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador is 
throwing open the spy agen- 
cies’ files, part of his promise of 
sweeping change. 

Mr Lopez Obrador, an anti- 
establishment Leftist, apolo- 
gised last month for past 
abuses committed by the intel- 
ligence services. 

“We lived for decades under 
an authoritarian regime that 
limited freedom and persecut- 
ed social activists,” the presi- 
dent said. 

Calling to “strengthen our 
memory of history,” he 
ordered the spy agencies to 
open their files — 12 million in 
all. 

Anyone will now be able to

visit the former prison where 
the archives are housed and 
peruse any file — though most 
of them are not available yet. 
Officials are redacting them to 
remove sensitive personal in- 
formation, a process they say 
will take about four years. 

The files — a small number 
of which had already been 
released for other reasons — 
reveal how Mexico spied on a 
huge range of figures, from co- 
medians to presidents to the 
writer Gabriel Garcia Marquez 
and artists Frida Kahlo and 
Diego Rivera. 

Oswald has a 110-page file, 
declassified in 2016, chron- 
icling his brief and bizarre visit 
to Mexico City in 1963, when 
he tried and failed to obtain 
Cuban and Soviet visas — one 
of the most scrutinised chap- 
ters in the Kennedy assassin- 
ation. Castro’s and Guevara’s 
files, meanwhile, show how 
Mexico tracked the revolu- 
tionaries, and arrested them 
but let them go. 





PEANUT ALLERGY DISCOVERY 


RESEARCHERS have found 
a way to suppress the allergic 
reaction to peanuts. 

Peanut allergens bind with 
an antibody called 
immunoglobulin E (IgE) in 
susceptible people, setting off 
a chain reaction that can lead 
to anaphylactic shock. 

Now researchers at the 


University of Notre Dame in 
the US have prevented 
allergens binding to IgE using 
a substance called covalent 
heterobivalent inhibitor. 

Writing in the Proceedings 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences, researchers said the 
findings pave the way for new 
allergy treatments.

Grandad's 
new valve 
a lifesaver

A GRANDFATHER with a 
failing heart and no tra- 
ditional option to help him 
has been saved in an Austra- 
lian-first operation. 

Roger Reinhardt, 88, was 
back on his feet a day after 
having a new valve placed in- 
side a leaking valve he re- 
ceived during open heart 
surgery 12 years ago, but 
which was now threatening to 
cut off blood to his heart. 

Mr Reinhardt’s surgeons 
at the Royal Melbourne Hos- 
pital hope the success of Fri- 
day’s operation will open the 
door to saving others who 
could not previously be saved 
with modern valve replace- 
ment techniques. 

With palliative care seem- 
ingly the only option for Mr 
Reinhardt when his old heart 
valve failed a fortnight ago, 
the Bairnsdale grandfather of 
ll was offered the chance to 
see if a new operation could 
save his life. 

“I am privileged to be able 
to do this for them,” Mr Rein- 
hardt said. “I had become 
very, very short of breath and 
it happened gradually over 
four or five weeks before it got 
to the stage I could hardly 
breathe at all.” 

A technique called trans- 
catheter aortic valve replace- 
ment (TAVR) — where a 
catheter is used to push the 
valve into place inside the 
worn-out valve and take over 
its job — has become com- 
mon in recent years to save 
patients in Mr Reinhardt’s 
condition. 

But, like 3 per cent of such 
cases, Mr Reinhardt’s coron- 
ary artery is placed so close to 
the leaky valve that any at- 
tempt to replace it would 
push the device over the cor- 
onary opening and_ block 
blood supply to his heart.

The bird 
attacked 75-year-old Marvin 
Hajos on Friday after he fell by 
accident, the report said. 

He later died in hospital. 

Cassowaries have a four- 
inch dagger-like claw on each 
foot, and are the world’s most 
dangerous bird, according to 
the San Diego Zoo website. 











RADICAL eco-demonstrators 
paralysed London’s roads and 
vandalised oil firm Shell’s 
headquarters yesterday, begin- 
ning a two-week protest. 
Thousands of largely mid- 
dle-class activists created 
human barricades at five major 
landmarks across the capital, 
bringing traffic to a standstill 
and infuriating commuters. 
Hundreds of youngsters on 
a school break for Easter 
swelled protest numbers. 
Left-wing campaign group 
Extinction Rebellion said the 
environmental protests could 
escalate in the next fortnight. 
Three men and two women 
were arrested on suspicion of 
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Eco-protesters choke London 


causing criminal damage after 
a revolving glass door at the 
Shell building on the Thames 
was smashed. The group said it 
aimed to cause at least £6000 
of damage so the crime was se- 
rious enough to be tried by jury 
in a Crown court, providing 
another platform for its cause. 

Other activists were taken 
away by police after gluing 
themselves to the door, slosh- 
ing oil on the building and 
climbing scaffolding to spray 
graffiti slogans. 

Simon Bramwell 47, of 
Stroud, Gloucestershire, an ex- 
builder who — co-founded 
Extinction Rebellion, glued 


himself to the building to “pre- 
vent crimes against humanity”. 
Katerina Hasapopoulos, a 
mother of three also from 
Stroud, also glued herself to 
the front of the building and 
declared: “Shell cares only for 
profit and I have three beauti- 
ful young girls who I want to 
see grow up to have a future.” 
Thousands of people also 
gathered at Oxford Circus, 
Waterloo Bridge, Parliament 
Square, Marble Arch and Pic- 
cadilly Circus, stopping traffic; 
others lay down under trucks. 
Police shut down the pro- 
test at Marble Arch at 7pm be- 
cause of “serious disruption”. 


Protesters are demanding 
the government introduce a 
legally binding policy to reduce 
net carbon emissions to zero 
by 2025. They say they will 
continue to block roads in Lon- 
don for up to two weeks and 
“escalate civil disobedience” if 
demands are not met. 

Motorists were forced to 
take a detour at Waterloo 
Bridge after activists turned it 
into a “garden” by placing doz- 
ens of potted trees and rows of 
herbs and flowers. 

Speeches were made from a 
stage and groups of people sat 
in the sun on picnic blankets. 
In one speech, Professor Jem

ty, told the crowd: “Today will 
be beautiful, but it might also 
be stressful, especially as the 
rebellion unfolds.”

Scotland Yard said it had 
“appropriate policing plans” 
for the demonstrations, and 
officers would “support the 
public order operation during 
the coming weeks”. 

Police advised people trav- 
elling around London in the 
coming days to allow extra 
time for their journey in the 
event of more disruption.

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Comedy takes 





HROUGH comedy, licence 
is granted to poke fun at 
taboos, foibles and to 
challenge societal mores. 

Like all forms of art, from 
music to film, comedy can be a force 
for change, debate and community 
reflection. 

But whether the subject matter is 
canvassed as absurd or serious, by 
definition comedy must come down 
to laughter, at ourselves and others. 

When comedians adopt self- 
righteousness they cross from 
humour to hectoring. 

We've seen what happens when 
the creative cohort begins to take 
themselves too seriously. It happens 
often in Hollywood, at award nights 
especially, when super-rich stars take 
to the podium with sanctimonious 
politics and to stand up for the little 
guy they’ve never met, or for 
environmentalism or for or against 
this or that. 

The decision by the Melbourne 
International Comedy Festival to 
unceremoniously scrap the Barry 
Award, named in honour of Barry 
Humphries, is another example 
where a politically-correct lens has 
got things a bit warped. Humphries is 
a Melbourne icon and probably our 
best known comedy export. 

While elements of his schtick 
might be seen as passé by progressive 
comics, it has always cut through to 
Australians and their willingness to 
laugh at aspects of our identity. 

Every character portrait 
Humphries has crafted is a parody of 
that national character — from the 
‘gigastar’ housewife Dame Edna 
Everage and the satire inflicted on 
suburbia, to the lecherous and 
offensive Sir Les Patterson who 
ridiculed diplomacy, manners, and 
dry-cleaning. Another famous 
character, Barry McKenzie, 
represented all that Australians love 
and cringe about themselves. 











HE ANDREWS Government 
ic been compelled to take a

unfunny turn 


Despite that history of irreverence, 
it was Humphries’ comments a year 
ago which prompted some of his 
comedy colleagues to press for his 
name to be dumped from the award 
which honours the Melbourne 
festival’s best act of the season. 

The Barry Award has been 
renamed the Melbourne 
International Comedy Festival 
Award, with festival director Susan 
Provan saying it was time to remove 
gender from the award name, “not 
least to acknowledge that one third of 
all past recipients are women”. 

Transgender comedian Cassie 
Workman is currently the hot 
favourite to take out this year’s 
award. But the renaming has split the 
comic community after criticisms 
were levelled at Humphries over 
comments he made during a London 
interview for The Spectator in July in 
which he called transgenderism “a 
fashion — how many different kinds 
of lavatory can you have? And it’s 
pretty evil when it’s preached to 
children by crazy teachers”. 

The comment was in response to a 
question from reviewer Lloyd Evans: 
“T ask if his biggest crowd-pleaser, 
Dame Edna Everage, has attracted 
the attention of trans activists, who 
are swift to take offence at anything 
they perceive as transphobic,” adding 
the trans community had seen high 
levels of self-harm and suicide. 

Humphries added: “But I don’t 
think I’m right to pontificate. I’m 
really an actor.” 

Indeed, the Barry Award was not 
bestowed for anything other than 
being funny. The comedy festival 
organisers don’t seem to get that. 

Society does evolve with the times 
and humour changes with it. 

But that doesn't’t mean that all 
which went before is suddenly 
redundant. If we lose the ability to 
laugh at ourselves we end up 
nowhere. 


Gas must be part of mix 


Andrews Government has called for 
detailed analysis of Otway and 
Gippsland basin reserves and any 
mitigation strategies to partner 
onshore drilling. 

Victorian Labor has faced the 
prospect of a Greens blowback on gas 
drilling and potential opposition in 
rural areas. While both sides of 
politics are against fracking, drilling 
has gained favour to release new 
supplies in the wake of the coal-fired 
Hazelwood plant’s demise and 
stretched energy supply. 

The government is seeking advice 
on measures which could be 
developed to reassure rural 
communities if onshore gas 
exploration is given the green light. 

The Otway Basin alone has an 
estimated 110 petajoules in reserves, a 
seven-month supply for the entire 
Victorian market. It is dormant 
energy which should be accessed. 
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HAT we live in times in 
which everything from 
change to reputation to 
controversy is digitally 
amplified, with the 
volume often turned up to 10, has 
been obvious for years, or at least 
should have been obvious. 

Having been rather vocal, 
sometimes too vociferously, on this 
subject for rather a long period, it 
was surprising that our society’s 
leaders had been so sanguinely 
supine. 

As aresult, we have 
institutionally ingrained some 
seriously bad behaviour and have 
dominant digital companies 
culturally ill-equipped to cope with 
the contemporary challenges. 

For Big Digital, the line of least 
compliance should not have been 
the starting point for our journey 
into the future. Had fewer 
politicians, and not just in 
Australia, not been seduced by net 
narcissism, we may have cognisant 
communities better able to cope 
with the e-existential challenges. 

That includes, sometimes 
tragically, the teenagers whose 
insecurities and vulnerabilities are 
magnified cruelly in so-called 
social media — or the seemingly 
powerful global companies that 
panic and prevaricate at the first 
mutterings of the anti-social media 
mob. 





AST week I set out the six 
policy issues that should be 
priorities when we consider 
our vote: health, education, 
occupation, environmental 
sustainability, integration in a 
tolerant multicultural society and 
economic growth. 

Today I outline how a federal 
government should put that policy 
agenda into practice. 

A vision for Australia: Neither of 
the major parties have told us 
where they want Australia to be by 
2050. Instead we have policies 
announced to grab a headline and 
win the daily media battle. How do 
any of these announcements fit 
into an Australia in 2050 and what 
are the leaders’ strategies to get us 
there? How will another change in 
superannuation, another health 
announcement, increasing taxes 
on those earning more than 
$200,000, or any of the 
announcements we can expect 
over the next five weeks, create a

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There is no doubt that a mob 
mentality has taken hold in much 
of the west and among the most 
pronounced of the mobs are 
illiberal liberals, who are roaming 
the landscape in the seemingly 
endless, insatiable quest for 
indignation and umbrage. It is 
vituperation as virtue. 

So here we are on the cusp of 
truly extraordinary developments 
in Artificial Intelligence and yet, 
collectively, our shared level of 
Emotional Intelligence is plumbing 
the depths.

We are undermanned in 
defence. If you put our entire 
armed forces in the MCG it would 
be barely half full — and I worry 
that procurement of military

any person of faith, whether an 
evanescent evangelical or 
occasional attendee at mass or 
synagogue or mosque or temple as 
a nutter, a fruitcake, a devotee of 
the deviant. 

Weare going through a strange 
phase in seeking affirmation 
through alienation, virtue in 
victimhood. Like many trends in 
business, it is a confluence of the 
personal, the sectoral and the 
cyclical. 

Where are the shared 
experiences in the contemporary 
West? Why has the village square 
shrunk and been subdivided? The 
verticals in digital run deep and 
some clearly have the ability to 
radicalise, whether the neo-fascist 
or the jihadist. 

At least there is a more vigorous 
debate on these subjects and it’s 
clear that there will be more 
regulation of companies which 
have sought to defy definition and 
avoid a reckoning. 

That we in the West are 
clumsily grappling with these 
issues as “developed” nations 
makes one wonder what the 
impact will be on countries, like 
China, India and Indonesia, that 
are combining their industrial 
revolution with a digital revolution, 
coping with mass rural-to-urban 
mobility in the age of the mobile. 

So we have the cross-border and 


rift and 


hardware is corrupted by the 
political process. We have been 
well served by successive 
governments in foreign affairs but 
should never forget we are not 
major players on the world stage. 
But we can still make a meaningful 
contribution to world events. 

Homeland security is becoming 
increasingly important and 
political parties must articulate 
policies of tolerance and 
compassion, not accept extreme 
views and ensure policies for entry 
to Australia which have served us 
well for decades are observed. 

A culture of success and growth: 
The federal government can 
influence community culture but it 
is easy to throw money at a cause 
in pursuit of electoral success, 
funding it by increasing taxes. But 
you do not strengthen those with 
less by weakening the strong. 

Governments should be 
encouraging entrepreneurship in 
medical science, agriculture, 
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we have the crass-border, the 
seamless spread of witless 
nonsense, delivered digitally, 
globally, endlessly, daily. 

We must ask what is the 
provenance of digital drivel and 
why it was so successfully spawned 
in the early days of internet 
“idealism”? 

In essence, it was because the 
anarchic architects believed that 
open-source code 010101 should be 
complemented by open-source 
content — the only problem is that 
there actually is a hierarchy of 
content and of news, the fact-based 
and the fantasy-based, the 
profound and the profane, the 
veracious and the vacuous. In this 
e-emptiness, there is a craving for 
credibility and a quotidian 
questioning. 

There should be scepticism 
about elites, and a healthy 
scepticism is I presume, I hope, still 





manufacturing, the arts, 
technology and so on. Australia is 
in the grip of a credit squeeze. If a 
family’s biggest asset — their home 
— is falling in value, the last thing 
we heed is a government that adds 
to economic hardship. 

We need a government that can 
lift and inspire one with bold 
vision, plain speaking advocacy, 
and progressive policies that 
encourage us to succeed and 
rewards us for it. 

Review and dump some 
responsibilities: Governments are 
too cumbersome. For instance, 
health policy should be a federal 
matter where deliverables are 
contracted out to the states. Why? 
Because we have a substantial 
national health tax, the Medicare 
levy. On the other hand, Canberra 
should get out of education and 
leave it to the states. 

It worries me that we try to set 
educational outcomes from 
Canberra which are not improving 
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the consistency 


part of the Australian character. 
But the question we must ask is 
who are the elites, who is the 
establishment? 

Australia famously dealt with a 
tyranny of distance, now the world 
has a tyranny of the distinguished, 
a smug, sneering elite that derides 
popular concerns as “populism” 
and whose self-image is fuelled by 
an abiding sense of absolute 
superiority. 

This is the Sir Keith Murdoch 
Oration but it would be remiss to 
ignore what Rupert Murdoch has 
done for the media and for our 
country and for many other 
countries. 

To see Rupert up close each day, 
to witness the restless curiosity, the 
endless energy and a genuine 
humility is in such stark and 
breathtaking contrast to the ill- 
informed institutional critiques. 

This evening is indeed about 





educational standards. I like the 
idea of competition between the 
states. Some may put more 
emphasis on primary and 
secondary education, others 
tertiary, another being recognised 
as the leader in trade education. 
When you remove competition, 
the lowest common denominator 
prevails. 

Consistency of policy: I hope the 
next government will recognise the 
areas of administration that should 
not be changed for change’s sake 
and not leave the public more 
confused and concerned than ever. 

Take superannuation. Surely it 
should be a bipartisan issue, with 
agreement that once a change is 
made, no further changes can be 
allowed for 25 years. 

Tax rates should be also applied 
in a way that delivers confidence. 
In the 1990s when Ireland set out 
to attract tech companies, it 
guaranteed a low tax rate for 25 
years. That worked and Ireland 





inheritance. About the inherited 
responsibilities we all have, to our 
land, our place, our people, our 
planet. 

Weare custodians and as 
custodians we must be conscious of 
consequence and context. We in 
this room are, almost without 
exception, people of privilege and 
so what will we do with that 
prestige, that position, that power, 
that possibility? Yasunari 
Kawabata, the first Japanese to win 
a Nobel prize for literature, wrote: 
“Time flows in the same way for all 
human beings; every human being 
flows through time in a different 
way. How will we flow through 
time? How will we make the most 
of our time? 
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became the home for most of 
Europe’s IT companies. 

We are increasingly struggling 
with higher costs on things we 
cannot avoid such as energy prices, 
health and education costs and 
such. We need to know that policy 
changes have a natural life so we 
can plan within those settings. 

AS we prepare to vote, we have a 
right to ask: if we as a country and 
society are going to do better, we 
must know where we are heading. 

We need less costly and 
inwardly focused government 
matched with policy consistency 
and a clear path ahead. 

Right now, neither of the major 
parties is providing that. It’s simply 
politics as usual. 

But let me be clear — I live in 
hope.

O, a bunch of painfully 
unfunny comics attack a 
comedic genius, Barry 
Humphries, for being 
“transphobic” and remove his 
name from a once prestigious 
award.

The decision by festival 
organisers to dump Humphries’ 
name from the major prize and 
rename the Barry Award the 
Melbourne International Comedy 
Festival Award illustrates how 
comedy has lost its way in the age 
of political correctness.

uncomfortable truths. The late, 
great Joan Rivers wasn't afraid to 
include taboo topics in her routine, 
including jokes about the 
Palestinian conflict, transgender 
women, her husband’s suicide and 
caring for a handicapped partner. 

“Comedy is to make everybody 
laugh at everything and deal with 
things, you idiot,” Rivers shouted 
at a heckler who was offended by 
her jokes about Helen Keller. 

But now we are in the age of 
post-comedy comics who would 
rather bleat about their Trump 
obsessions, tortured childhoods, 
the evils of the patriarchy and 
other assorted grievances. Making 
the audience laugh is an 
indulgence when there is 
perceived injustice to be exposed. 

Comics who would rather be 
funny even if it means pushing 
boundaries are declared offensive 
and slandered as misogynists, 
racists, homophobes, transphobes 
and/or Islamophobes et al. And, 
woe betide any comedian who 
dares commit wrongthink and 
expresses a view outside the echo 
chamber of far Left leaning comics 
and their band of media enablers. 

Humphries is ostensibly being 
punished for his views on 
transgender rights. Last year he 
said: “How many different kinds of 
lavatory can you have? And it’s 
pretty evil when it’s preached to 
children by crazy teachers.” And, 
let’s not forget Humphries’ most 
famous alter ego, Dame Edna, 
would be considered “problematic 
by hypersensitive whiners. 

Gadsby is among the modern 
comics to lambast Humphries for 
his worldview. Last year she 
tweeted: “Barry Humphries loves 
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those who hold power, hates 
vulnerable minorities and has 
completely lost the ability to read 
the room. That’s not a comedian, 
that’s an irrelevant, inhumane dick 
biscuit of the highest order.” 

It’s adorable when fringe 
dwellers think they speak for the 
majority. Humphries’ views on 
transgender toilets and the 
indoctrination of children in 
radical gender theory is far more 
mainstream, and amusing, than 
anything uttered by Gadsby; but 
not among the woke cohort of 
comics appearing at the MICF. 

So, it’s not surprising that the 
festival has succumbed to pressure 
and removed Humphries’ name 
from the award, although it is 
claiming it’s in the name of gender 
neutrality. Don’t for a second allow 
these humourless malcontents to 
fool you into thinking that laugh- 
free comedy is for the greater good 
or for the benefit of put-upon 
minorities. There is nothing 
positive about comedians turning 
into hectoring hard-Left preachers 
telling us what to think rather than 


making us laugh. 
te shows in the US hosted by 
once funny comics who now 
forgo laughs for righteous 
applause. We can’t say we weren't 
warned. The great Mel Brooks 
said: “We have become stupidly 
politically correct, which is the 
death of comedy.” 

Just about every comedy great 
from Rowan Atkinson and John 
Cleese to Jerry Seinfeld and Dave 
Chappelle has warned about the 
toxic, destructive influence of PC 
sensitivities on the craft. 

Sadly, more and more comics 
are self-censoring to avoid the 
wrath of the perpetually outraged 
which now includes their own 
colleagues. But the greats continue 
to churn out material that is funny, 
insightful and clever. Ricky 
Gervais, South Park and Book of 
Mormon creators Trey Parker and 
Matt Stone and closer to home 
Chris Lilley ignore the PC police to 
produce hilarious content. 

The last word goes to the 
wonderful Stephen Fry: “It’s now 
very common to hear people say, 
‘T’m rather offended by that’. As if 
that gives them certain rights. It’s 
actually nothing more than a 
whine. ‘I find that offensive’. It has 
no meaning; it has no purpose; it 
has no reason to be respected as a 
phrase. ‘I am offended by that.’ 
Well, so f---ing what?”

fter three decades in the 

business, actor Liam 

Cunningham says he 
feels like he has “been outed”, 
thanks to Game of Thrones, 
saying the TV show turned him 
from “a strolling player” toa 
“TV star”. 

Cunningham, who plays Ser 
Davos Seaworth in the epic 
drama series, says the real star 
of Game of Thrones is the wildly 
popular show itself. 

“Tt’s not any one person, it’s a 
beautiful ensemble. I have 
never been in a show where 
I felt lam a participant in it 
along with the audience. 
Everyone was at the top of their 
game, this was a perfect storm 
coming together, it’s impossible 
to repeat. These things are 
magical,” he says. 

“Tt was very strange hanging 
up the costume on the last day. 

I had a good look at my costume 
before I walked away from my 
very small trailer.” 

The 57-year-old, who lives in 
Dublin — not far from where 
many of GoT’s most famous 
scenes were filmed — says his 
wife and three kids are fans. 

“After the controversial 
Sansa rape, my daughter Ellen 
stood up and was very, very 
f---ing annoyed aboutit. She 
went, ‘That’s it, lam never 
watching this show again’, and 
as she stormed towards the 
door, just before she slammed it, 
I went, ‘Yes you will’. 

“And when you see this 
wonderful mature Sansa 
coming, that they didn’t beat 
her, didn’t break her, in fact she 
got strength from that horrible 
thing, she got clever, it 
celebrated her strength of 
character. 

“The same when Shireen 
was burnt — you are going, ‘You 
are burning children on 
television! It’s horrific, but you 
see the faces of Stanis and his 
wife and the results of it and it’s 
immaculate, it’s beautiful 
storytelling.” 

Cunningham is loud, funny 
and swears liberally. 

Despite already having 
appeared in major productions 
such as Centurion, Clash of the 
Titans and The Guard, he 
adored his time on Game of 
Thrones. When he read the 
script revealing the burning of 





Shireen in Season 5, he was 
devastated. “I remember 
reading that and going f---ing 
hell, because I am thinking 
about Kerry (Ingram). Some of 
the most wonderful scenes 

I had were with Kerry. My 
character obviously didn’t want 
her to go, I didn’t want her to

gO. 

Ser Davos is one of the few 
likeable characters in the series. 

“He is necessary, he is almost 
a device, because there is so 
much moral greyness. In a way 
I think he represents the 
audience,’ he says. 

Filming was notoriously 
hard, especially the battle 
scenes. “The Battle of the 
Bastards (Season 6) was 25 days 
for a20-minute sequence, 

I think. They are a pain in the 
a--e to shoot. And the more 
pain in the a--e the better they 
look. 

“IT was talking to Kit 
Harington (Jon Snow) on day 
one as we approached the 
battlefield and said the one 


thing we are going toneed here | 


is asense of humour. The only 
way to get through itis to havea 
laugh at your fellow actors and 


them to have laugh at the 
misery you are going through 
or otherwise it’s really 
depressing. 

“Ttis cold, it’s wet, you're 
slipping, there’s horses in mud, 
there’s guys running past you 
with swords. It’s unpleasant to 
shoot.” 

He says he will be relieved 
when the final season airs. 

“T willbe more than happy 
when the last episode goes out 
—lIam sick of keeping secrets, 
lam no good at them, I would 
be terrible in the CIA. 

“When I am ina bar, people 
say, ‘Come on, give us 
something’, and whenever 
Ihave a couple of drinks in me 
I go, ‘OK I'll tell you’, and they 
shout, ‘No don't’ 

“They want to know but they 
don't want to know. The secrecy 
is because the surprises are 
wonderful and we are trying to 
not show how the magic trick 
worked. 

“Ifit gets out, the moment is 
spent. We want them to sit on 
their sofas and go, ‘did you see 
that!’ It’s magnificent, it’s event 
television, it’s beautiful.”

New Housewife 
Denise Richards 
is trying to have 
fun and be a good 
mum, writes 
Siobhan Duck 





rama doesn't faze 
Denise Richards. 

In fact the 
former Bond girl 
knew that was 
exactly what she would be 
getting when she stepped into 
the reality TV spotlight as anew 
cast member of The Real 
Housewives of Beverly Hills. 

As the ex-wife of Hollywood 
bad-boy Charlie Sheen, 
Richards has spent almost two 
decades pursued by paparazzi 
and with her often tumultuous 
private life splashed across the 
tabloids. 

“When you are in the public 
eye you open yourself up to 
criticism. And I have attracted 
my fair share of criticism over 
the years,” she laughs. 

“I try not to read the 
[American] tabloids. And I have 
tried to protect my girls froma 
lot of what has gone on with 
their dad but there's limits in 
what you can do.” 

The actor also has 
experience with the reality TV 
fish bowl, having starred in her 
own short-lived reality show, 
Denise Richards: It’s 
Complicated, back in 2008. 

At the time, things were still 
messy with Sheen and he tried 
to stop their children from 
being part of her show. When 
his legal proceedings to halt 
filming failed, Sheen then urged 
his many fans to boycott the 
program instead. 

The outspoken actor 
appears to have no such 
reservations this time around 
and has even appeared on this 
season via speaker phone. 

Richards said it was her close 
friend Lisa Rinna who 
encouraged her to join the cast 
this season. And while the 
franchise is famous for its catty 
antics and all-out brawls, 
Richards has found all the 
women to be supportive. 

“Tam ina much different 
place in my life now,’ the star 
says during a whirlwind tour of 
Australia. 

“Back then [during her own 
show] I was going througha 
divorce, my mom had just died 
and my children were still so 
young. Now! amamom ofthree 
and I am happily remarried.” 

Richards’ recent wedding to 
energy healer Aaron Phypers 
was captured for the show. 

“T didnt put any restrictions 
on what they could show,’ she 
says. “If you are doing a reality 
show then you need to commit 
to sharing your life. 

“Tt would have been 
dishonest not to film it because 
that was what was going on in 
our lives at the time. If we hadn't 
been filming the show when we 
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were getting married then we 
would have kept it private.” 
Richards, 48, met Phypers, 
who was previously married to 
Desperate Housewives actor 
Nicollette Sheridan, through 
his state-of-the-art healing 
centre in Beverly Hills. 
Arefreshingly candid 
Richards joked to her 
Housewives co-stars during a 
recent episode that she and 
Phypers “had sex in one of his 
rooms and had been inseparable 
ever since”. She also left her 
co-stars Kyle Richards (no 
relation) and Lisa Vanderpump 
gobsmacked when she regaled 
them with intimate details about 





the physical attributes 
that had first attracted 
her to Phypers. 

But when questioned about 
what had really made her 
realise that Phypers was the 
man for her, Richards says it 
was simply the fact that he had 
bonded so well with her family. 

While most Hollywood 
couples typically spend 
months, even years, planning 
every minute detail of their 
impending nuptials, Richards 
and Phypers got hitched within 
days of getting engaged. 

“IT would highly recommend 
it,” she says of her quick trip up 
the aisle.

“It takes alot of the stress out 
of it. Otherwise it’s very easy to 
spend a lot of time talking about 
linen, flowers and silverware. 

I just wanted it to be about the 
marriage itself and our families. 

Richards’ daughters — Sam, 
14, Lola, 13, and Eloise, 7 (who 
she adopted as a single parent 
after her divorce from Sheen) 
—were bridesmaids. Many of 
her fellow Housewives were at 
the service, as was ex-boyfriend 
and Starship Troopers co-star 
Patrick Muldoon. Sheen was 
invited too but he did not show.

She joked of asking Sheen to 
the big day: “Even if he did bring 
a prostitute as his date, I wouldn't 
care. It’s just, itis what itis.” 

Despite their acrimonious 
past, Richards has been open 
about her desire to include her 
ex in any family event for the 
sake of their girls. 

Itis clear Richards is a doting 
albeit occasionally strict 
mother. She recently had 
security cameras installed at 
her home so she could make 
sure the now-teenage Sam and 

Lola didn't follow in her 
footsteps and try to sneak out 

at night. 

Richards also concedes 
that as the third generation 

of Hollywood royalty, the 
girls’ childhood is completely 
different to the one she had 
growing up in small-town 
Illinois. 

“I try to be a good parent and 
teach them about 
consequences,’ she says. 

“They are growing up very 
differently to me but we are still 
a family. Family has always 
been very important to me.” 

Richards says that if her 
daughters expressed interest in 
going into the family trade then 
she would support them in 
following their dreams, just as 
her parents did for her when she 
decided to pursue a career in 
modelling and later acting. 

Long before she was a 
Housewife, Richards made her 
mark with a series of iconic 
roles that often focused on her 
overt sex appeal. Who could 

forget that steamy 
swimming pool 
snog with co-star 
Neve Campbell in 
Wild Things? Or 
her role as the 
hotpants-clad 
nuclear scientist, 
Dr Christmas 
Jones, in the The 
World Is Not 
Enough? The one- 
time Playboy cover 
girlisn’t afraid to 
poke fun at her 
image as a Sex kitten 
either — most 
memorably as Ross's cousin in 
Friends and American hot girl in 
Love Actually. 

Yet Richards says it is her 
work as a Housewife that is now 
getting her the most attention. 
Not that she thinks of it as work. 

“There are no scripts to 
learn,” she says. “I’m just living 
my life and having fun with it.”

areer Soars ona 
wing and a prayer 


Meeting the mother of a boy who 
overcame the odds brought it all 
home for Chrissy Metz whose 
mum had made a similar recovery, 
writes Michele Manelis 





hrissy Metz thinks she’s 
the perfect person to star 
in amovie about miracles 
because she believes she is one. 
The plus-sized star of the hit 
US TV show This Is Us has had 
an unlikely rise to stardom in 





body-conscious Hollywood and 
still can’t believe how much she 
has achieved, particularly 
ahead of her first lead film role 
in the drama Breakthrough. 

“On paper, it doesn’t quite 
make sense that I’m sitting in 





this room talking to you abouta 
lead role ina feature film, 
coming off an incredible 
television show,” she says. 

“T didn't go to art school, I 
didn’t have 10 years of technical 
training, and of course, being 
plus size. I’m grateful, and I still 
can't wrap my head around it.” 

Based on a true story, 
Breakthrough stars Metz as 
Joyce Smith, mother ofa 14- 
year-old boy, John, who was 
trapped underneath a frozen 
lake for 15 minutes. Paramedics 
tried to resuscitate the boy for 





an hour before proclaiming him 
dead. When his mother started 
praying, John’s heart began to 
beat. 

“T heard about the story 
when it was in the news almost 
four years ago,” Metz recalls. 

“T generally don't like to 
watch the news because it’s 
mostly depressing, but I was 
like, ‘What is this? This is 
incredible!” 

The faith-based story clearly 
resonated with Metz whose 
own faith was called on in 2017, 
when she and her mother were 





getting ready to go to the Emmy 
Awards. Suddenly, her mother 
Denise fell to the ground, 
suffering a massive stroke. 

“Once we got to the hospital, 
I said to her doctor, ‘You don’t 
know my mum, and if you don’t 
speak positive thoughts around 
my mum, then you don't belong 
in her room,” she says. “And 
ironically, those words were 
almost verbatim what Joyce 
said to John’s doctors. So, when 
Tread the script, I realised that I 
had to be somehow affiliated 
and apart of this story.” 

Her mother was 
subsequently given a grim 
prognosis.

“The doctor said that if my 
mum madeit through the night, 
she’d never be able to walk 
again.” She pauses. “And so the 
only thing I could do was pray, 
stay positive and send her love, 
light and healing thoughts.” It 
seems her prayers were heard 
and her mother made a full 
recovery. 

Unsurprisingly, meeting the 
real Joyce Smith was a highly 
emotional experience. 

“Tt was so surreal. Instantly 
once we saw each other, she 
started welling up and I started 
tearing up. I was like, ‘Oh, this is 
so overwhelming’. We talked 
about how amazing it was that 
her and John’s story is being 
told, and that it inspires so 
many people and brings hope to 
their lives. We chatted like old 
friends. There were a lot of 
similarities between us. We 
were both singers in a band, and 
of course both being from the 
South and coming from a big 
family.” 

Metz admits that her size 
and background made it 
difficult to find gainful 
employment. 

“This business is a business 
of rejection,” she says witha 
laugh. “My therapist said, “You 
know that you chose that, 
right?” 

Metz grew up in Florida and 
moved to LA to pursue a career 
in acting. 

“T wanted to quit a couple 
times but I'd call up my mum 
and she'd say, ‘Okay, you can 
either be miserable here in 
Florida or you can be miserable 





in LA pursuing your career’. 

“And I was like, ‘Oh, I guess 
Pll stay in LA’. [remembered 
something Harrison Ford once 
said, ‘You just have to stand in 
line long enough’ That was 
frustrating to me because at 
some point you think, ‘Am I 
delusional? Am I crazy?” 

Metz eventually landed a 
few appearances in shows such 
as My Name Is Earl, and 
American Horror Story: Freak 
Show. Eventually she found 
herself the right fit to play Kay 
Pearson in This is Us, perhaps 
because she’s as empathetic 
off-screen as on. 

“Obviously we know ’ma 
very emotional girl. I stay very 
vulnerable and wear my heart 
on my sleeve because I think we 
don't do that enough.” 

The award-winning actor 
says she thoroughly enjoys her 
interactions with fans. 

“Tjust was asked to propose 
toa gentleman’s girlfriend for 
him on video,” she laughs. 

“And last week I was ona 
flight to New York anda 
woman's 10-year-old son came 
up to me, and he was like, ‘Oh 
gosh, Chrissy! And I’m 
thinking first of all, he is 10 years 
old, how does he know who I 
am? But that happens all the 
time, because the demographic 
is so large. So this boy said to 
me, ‘I love you and you really 
inspire me’. 

“Then his mum told me that 
he was on his way to an eating 
disorder clinic. She said to me, 
‘What you have done for him is 
to accept himself for who he is”” 
She smiles. “And then, of 
course, there Iam, sobbing on 
the plane!” she roars. “But that 
was so beautiful. That’s why I 
think we are here, to help each 
other through this thing called 
life.” 

Clearly Metz doesn't take 
her success for granted. “I pray 
every day, probably multiple 
times a day. I meditate, I doa 
gratitude list,” she says. “It’s not 
so much that I go to church. For 
me, my spiritual practices are 
about praying and staying 
grounded.” 

This Is Us fans know to keep 
a box of tissues at the ready, and 
Season 3 was certainly no 
exception to the rule. But 
according to Metz, it’s not only 
audiences who are reduced to a 
puddle of tears. So who cries 
most on set? 

“That would be me.”

“I never knew my sort of stuff 
would resonate with Sandler.” 

Apart from impressing Billy 
Madison, Smith has been 
charming local audiences since 
debuting at Melbourne 
International Comedy Festival 
in 2011. She was nominated for 
the Barry Award for most 
outstanding show in her first 
year and packed crowds in each 
night, doing loads of improvised 
crowd work including with an 
85-year-old lady, Dawn. 

This year’s show, Epiphany, 
sees her return to risky, 








synapses-must-be-firing 
audience interaction. So far it’s 
produced spectacular results. 
“We had eight people all do 
their best animal noises in 


order. It was funny because at 
first there wasn't much going 
on, itwas the most reluctant

“That’s right, it’s like that guy 
was never there until he spoke 
up, that was so weird; amazing.” 

39-year-old Smith has a 
clear aim before each set. 

“I want the audience to feel 
after the show like what we 
were all just a part of was the 
only time that'll ever happen.” 

There’s a nicely-weighted 
body positive message to 
Epiphany, a pleasing after effect 
of comedy’s post-Nanette era. 

“Me and my girlfriend are 
always joking around at home 





what asick rack I have,’ she 
says. “Personally the show is 
still evolving, it’s brand new. 
The weird focus on boobs is a 
superficial attempt at 
reconciling what I feel about my 
body. There’s more potential for 
itin future runs of the show.” 

Smith is curious the word 
“sick” originated in Australia, 
“probably though your surfie 
culture.” The word “hideous” 
was briefly used in the early “90s 
as one step up from sick, when 
something truly incredible. 

“I’m definitely stealing that 
and taking it back to Canada.”

Board assesses case for rate shift 


THE Reserve Bank says cut- 
ting interest rates might be 
“appropriate” if the unemploy- 
ment rate rises and inflation 
remains weak. 

The board of the RBA dis- 
cussed scenarios under which 
it was likely a cut to the official 
cash rate below its already his- 
toric low was needed, minutes 
from the central bank’s most 
recent board meeting show. 

At its April 2 gathering, the 
RBA left the cash rate at 1.5 per 
cent for a record 29th consecu- 
tive meeting. 

But the board said a lift in 
the number of people without 
jobs and stagnant inflation 
could prompt it to cut the cash 
rate, minutes from that meet- 
ing released yesterday show. 

“Members also discussed 
the scenario where inflation 
did not move any higher and 
unemployment trended up, 
noting that a decrease in the 
cash rate would likely be ap- 
propriate in these circum- 
stances,” the minutes say. 

“They recognised that the 
effect on the economy of lower 
interest rates could be expect- 
ed to be smaller than in the 
past, given the high level of 
household debt and the adjust- 
ment that was occurring in 
housing markets. 

“Nevertheless, a lower level 
of interest rates could still be 
expected to support the econ- 
omy through a depreciation of

the exchange rate and by re- 
ducing required interest pay- 
ments on borrowing, freeing 
up cash for other expenditure.” 

While the RBA board said 
economic growth had slowed 
down markedly in the second 
half of last year, it noted that 
the unemployment rate re- 
mained low and it expected in- 
flation to rise to the midpoint 
of its 2 per cent to 3 per cent 
target. 

“Members agreed there was 
no strong case for a near-term 
adjustment in monetary pol- 
icy,’ the minutes say. 

The board also said the like- 
lihood of a higher cash rate in 
the near term was low. 

This marks a turn in policy 
compared with last month 
when it saw the risks for rates 
to move in either direction as 
more “evenly balanced”. 

Fresh jobs data is expected 
tomorrow, while first-quarter 
inflation data will arrive later 


in April. 
UBS economist George 
Tharenou said the inflation 


rate was likely to drop, “shift- 
ing the RBA to an easing bias 
in May and open the door to 
rate cuts”. 

ANZ Australia Economics 
head David Plank noted the 
“subtle dovish tilt” in the 
RBA’s position on the future 


direction of interest rates but 
said it “isn’t in any hurry to 
make a decision”. 

CommSec chief economist 
Craig James said it seemed the 
Reserve Bank expects further 
progress in reducing unem- 
ployment, lifting wages and 
prices, and therefore lifting 
consumer spending. 

“The Reserve Bank is open 
to cutting rates, but there is no 
rush,” Mr James said. 

The Aussie dollar dropped 
on the release of the minutes, 
falling from US71L70c_ to 
US71.4lc in the space of 45 
minutes. 

The RBA update came as 
new numbers from Australia’s 
biggest mortgage aggregator 
show fewer mortgages were is- 
sued in the first three months 
of the year than at any time in 
the past six years. 

Australian Finance Group 
said it had lodged 23,049 loans 
in the quarter, 10 per cent 
fewer than the previous three 
months and 15 per cent lower 
than the same period last year. 

The $116 billion lent was 
the lowest quarterly figure 
since 2014, it said. 

“Today's numbers provide 
stark evidence that the lending 
environment has significantly 
deteriorated,” AFG chief 
executive officer David Bailey 
said.

Blackmores seeks tonic 


A CRACKDOWN on personal 
shoppers sending goods to 
China is hurting vitamin 
maker Blackmores, which has 
launched a strategic review to 
re-engage consumers in its key 
overseas market. 

Shares in Blackmores 
slumped yesterday after it 
booked a double-digit fall in 
net profit for the first nine 
months of the financial year 
and called out a “challenging” 
operating environment. 

The result confirms Black- 
mores as the highest-profile 
casualty of China’s moves to 
tame a runaway market of in-

formal importers — known as 
daigou — which involves per- 
sonal shoppers sending goods 
back to the Asian powerhouse 
economy. 

A new China e-commerce 
law came into force in January 
requiring Chinese companies 
that import goods online to be 
registered with the govern- 
ment, and for certain products 
to pass through government- 
linked Customs warehouses 
where they incur tax. 

The global daigou market is 
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worth billions of dollars in 
sales annually. 

Vitamin and infant formula 
makers have been key local 
beneficiaries of the sales chan- 
nel into the world’s second big- 
gest economy. 

“The third quarter has been 
challenging for the company,” 
interim chief executive Marcus 
Blackmore said yesterday. 

“However, we firmly believe 
that this result does not reflect 
the long-term growth potential 
of the business.” 

Net profit for the nine 
months to March came in at 
$44 million, down 14 per cent

WORST ASX50 
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HE Reserve Bank 
did not weigh an 
interest-rate cut at 
its last policy 
meeting — as one 
online headline had it 
yesterday after the release of 
the minutes of that meeting. 

Understanding this is 
fundamental to 
understanding the RBA’s 
thinking — and the, true 
complicated, state of the 
economy which is really 
what it is all about. 

All about, crucially, not 
only in determining whether 
or not and when the RBA 
might cut — or indeed, hike 
— but in the “what’s it all 
about, Alfie?” sense. 

That’s to say, what the 
RBA is actually trying to 
achieve: simply, a strong 
economy with not-too-high 
but also not-too-low 
inflation. 

More immediately, it’s to 
caution against 
extrapolating from the RBA 
“weighed a cut in April” to 
assuming it would cut in 
May or all but announce a 
cut for June after the 
election. 

Let me make three things 
categorically clear. 

First, there is zero chance 
of a rate cut at the next 
meeting in two weeks. It 
would take a shock global 
cataclysm to alter that — or 
truly catastrophic jobs 
figures tomorrow. 

Secondly, the RBA was 
not trying to either “talk 
itself’ into a rate cut or even 
into seriously considering a 
rate cut, or trying to wink- 
wink, nudge-nudge hint that 
is where it was headed. 

Arguably, the most astute 
observer among the 
economentariat — with as I 
have noted before, the best 
recent record among his 
peers of RBA rate prediction 
— Westpac’s Bill Evans, 
went close to falling into this 
latter trap yesterday. 

No, I should emphasise, 
he did not predict an early 
cut; what he did do was to 
draw support from the 
minutes for his existing 
prediction of a cut in August 
and a second cut in 
November. 

And I quote Evans: the 
minutes “clearly indicate 
that they are willing to cut 
the cash rate”. 

Well, as former US 
president Bill Clinton 
famously said about another 
word, it depends what you 
mean by the word “willing”. 

If you think it means that 
the RBA is anxious to cut 
and will seize the first excuse 
or opportunity, the answer is 
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The RBA is NOT 
planning a rate cut 
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that it is “not willing”. 

If you think that it means 
the RBA is willing to cut if 
the evidence demands that it 
cut, then, yes, “it’s willing”. 

But that’s the first of three 
critical points. First, none of 
this is the slightest bit new. 
RBA governor Philip Lowe 
has made that crystal clear. 

The second key point, 
though, is that the 
willingness to cut is still 
balanced by a similar 
willingness to hike. 

The RBA has said this 
repeatedly since February. 
As for example this from 
Lowe: “The probability that 
the next move is up and the 
probability that it is down 
are more evenly balanced.” 

It is critically important 
to understand the RBA has 
not surreptitiously removed 
the second part of that 
statement from its thinking. 
And certainly not, wink- 
wink, nudge-nudge style in 
yesterday's minutes. 


NDEED, and this is the 
“absolutely critical third 
point, the RBA believes — 
absent that global left-field 
shock — there is little 
prospect of a rate move, 
either way, for the next few 
months at least. 

This also goes to the 
“third thing” I wanted to 
make clear: This has got 
nothing to do with the 
election. 

Lowe hasn't “put away his 
rate cue” for the duration of 
the election campaign. He’s 
not waiting for the election 
to be over so that he can cut 
at the June meeting. 

But again, I have to keep 
stressing these points — the 
RBA is always “willing” to 
pivot and pivot very quickly 
on a dime if conditions 
change, and even more if its 
perception of what policy 
needs to and can do changes. 

Thus it would be “willing” 
to cut in June (or, much less 
likely, hike) if needs must. 
Indeed, it would be entirely 
“willing” to cut in May, in 
two weeks, if its perceptions 
change between now and 
then, election or no election. 

You don’t have to believe 
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me on all this; no less a 
person than Lowe’s deputy, 
Guy Debelle, said it very 
publicly just last week — 
after, it’s worth noting, the 
meeting whose minutes got 
some people all excited 
yesterday. 

Debelle said the RBA’s 
expectation was that we 
would see decent growth in 
the economy and so “won't 
have to get to that point” (of 
cutting). 

The Key to any change in 
that expectation is jobs and 
jobless data, making 
tomorrow’s release rather 
important. 


GAIN, hiding in plain

We would need — these 
are my words — to see that 
jobless rate go sharply above 
5 per cent.

But 
again, if the scenario became 
reality — Debelle and the 
RBA think it unlikely —a 
rate cut would follow.

Mr Juffermans decided to 
give it another go — provided 
there was a shower, toilet, bed 
and other comforts of home in 
the tent. 

The couple realised they 
had a winning concept so 
embarked on a journey that 
started with establishing a 
hugely successful glamping 
business in Europe and led to 
them moving to Australia to 
bring their company here and 
to Asia. 

GlamXperience design, 
makes and sells fully furnished 
luxury glamping tents, domes, 
converted shipping containers 
called glamtainers, and 
glamping products including 
rustic furniture, Dutch hot 
tubs and barbecues. 

Glamping, or glamorous 
camping, was in its infancy in 
the UK around 2008 when the 
pair established their business 
with a neighbour. 
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“The concept is thousands 
of years old from Bedouin 
culture in North Africa and 
British explorers brought their 
mansions to safari tents in 
Africa,” Mr Juffermans said. 

“We started importing tents 
from India but quality was 
poor so we decided to create 
the ‘Mercedes among the 
safari tents’ by using PVC from 
Germany, canvas from the 
Netherlands and wood from 
Scandinavia. 

“Quality always wins and it 
took off like crazy in Europe. 
Within five years we were the 
European market leader, 
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jumping from 50 tents in 2009 
to more than 1000 annually.” 

By 2015 the European 
market was competitive and 
the couple was up for a new 
challenge. 

“We wanted to go 
somewhere to embark on 
special projects and chose 
Australia because it’s the 
outdoor country of the world 
and Melbourne because it has 
a European vibe and we knew 
people would like the 
concept,” Mr Juffermans said. 

“The trend now is holistic, 
people want a great 
experience from the website to 
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the shower, it’s all about 
attention to detail, something 
you haven’t got at home, fuel 
for the mind, body and soul.” 

They set up a factory, now 
in Pakenham, established a 
website and hit social media. 

Holiday parks in the 
Grampians and Anglesea gave 
them a chance and the 
business went from strength to 
strength. 

The company’s luxury 
safari, Bedouin, bell and dome 
tents are now found 
nationwide in resorts, holiday 
accommodation, at events, 
wineries and restaurants from

Folau appeal sets up stoush 


GAY staff at Rugby Australia 
could have grounds for action 
against their employer or Israel 
Folau if he successfully appeals 
his termination for homopho- 
bic social media posts. 

The Herald Sun under- 
stands that after re-signing 
with his employer for four 
years in a deal worth $4 mil- 
lion, Rugby Australia then at- 
tempted to have additional 
social media clauses inserted 
into Folau’s contract. But be- 
cause the contract had been 
signed, Folau refused, and the 
contract remained standard. 

This could be used by RA 
staff to prove their employer 
did not take necessary meas- 
ures to protect them under the 
NSW Anti-Discrimination Act. 
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Folau is expected to appeal 
Rugby Australia’s decision to 
sack him by heading to a code 
of conduct hearing, which is 
likely to stretch into next 
month given the upcoming 
public holidays and time it will 
take to assemble an indepen- 
dent three-person panel. 

He has until 2pm today to 
lodge his intention to fight ter- 
mination. 

RA will rely on the argu- 
ment he has breached the stan- 
dard player code of conduct by 
vilifying people based on their 
sexuality, and also breached 
the official warning letter he 
was given last year. 

Folau is expected to argue 


he has not intentionally vilified 
anyone because of their sexu- 
ality, but is merely quoting 
Bible scripture, and is being 
punished for expressing what 
is stated in his religion. 

The lack of a specific social 
media clause will form a big 
part of Folau’s defence, calling 
into question the process un- 
dertaken by RA chief Raelene 
Castle and her team when re- 
signing the star this year. 

It is uncharted territory for 
Australian sport and work- 
place law. However, if Folau 
wins his case, lawyers say it 
could open the door for action 
by other RA employees who 
feel vilified by his posts, includ- 
ing gay members of Australia’s 
women’s rugby teams.
